R. GIBSON has had an eventful life. He has

The 
enthusiasts, on the contrary, range from those who 
know about art to those who do not. 

But where does the first person singular come in: 
The Scribners send me a well-filled volume, containing 
eighty drawings, most of them large, and I sit down, 
opening it on my desk, to give an erudite opinion. In 
the first place, what have we here for the money? This 
volume includes more of Mr. Gibson's work than any 
of its predecessors. There are few small heads, and 
the black lines, placed end to end, would reach two and 
a half times around the earth. There is something for 
everybody: wit for the witty; mush for the mushy; 
sweet girls for the majority, and scenes that mean 
something for the remainder 

The ego now speaking presumes to come in with the 
remainder. Mr. Gibson’s creation, the thing for which 
his fame is widest, is the Gibson girl, but the scenes, 
or stories, or pictures, or ideas, which the present au- 
thority likes best, are those where the girl is relegated 
to a seat near the back. Girls flood novels also, until 
my stomach yearns for stories which have none. The 
series of pictures, called The Weaker Sex, which gave a 
sub-title to the book, is the poorest part thereof, al- 
though it is ill-natured to say so, since this series ap- 
peared in CoLLiER’s, and atasum which the newspapers 
call fabulous, as indeed, to literary men, fabulous it is. 
Here is too large a dose of love’s young nightmare to 
suit a sedate and long-since married critic.

I always like Mr. Gibson when he does children, for 
whom his feeling never fails to ring sincere; old men, like 
the famous Pipp, patient, martyred male; crowds, with 
faces that stick out like facts; a father, whose lifted hat 
reveals the barren scalp of time; a sweet and empty 
boy, playing disconsolately with bread pills. Down 
with the girls, say I; or treat them flippantly, as in 
‘“The Eternal Question.’’ Give me ‘‘'The W alking Del- 
egate of the Future,’’ heavily slumbering in palatial 
splendor, or old Merger Hogg, taking ‘needed rest”’ 
in the country, ticker on the lawn, typewriter near by, 
telephone in a tree, messengers in attendance and 
asleep, all forming the holiday of Merger Hogg. We 
must have the bucks and girls, of course, to sell; 
but it is for these others that we spill our lauda- 
tory ink. Hence this man, breaking and decorating 
this page, instead of the willowy female which was 
offered to me instead. I like to celebrate the up- 
ward reach in any art, and I like Mr. Gibson’s work 
so much when it gives freshly the drama, or kaleido- 
scope of life, that I scowl ominously when it is once 
more a familiar, large, and sturdy man groaning to 
grasp the fingers of a girl.

It 
had splendid moments, full of insight 
and dramatic energy, but part of the 
time, especially in the earlier acts, the 
character was not drawn with any- 
thing like the minuteness demanded 
by the lines. Cutting out the parts 
about Hedda’s child may be justified, 
perhaps, considering the piled-up hor- 
rors of the play, but it takes away 
some brilliant opportunities from the 
actress. The cast showed that super- 
vision which brings good work out of 
any company which Mrs. Fiske hap- 
pens to have. She has done more to
